Prize 
pumpkins that will attract more at- 
tention ttan a rosy cheeked girl in a 
white dress, are comfortably placed in 
rounded satisfaction; while garden 
vegetables and fruit make a brave 
showing.

that Coshocton county is prosperous 
and its people are proud of their pros- 
perity. 


Coshocton day will be marked by 
special attractions. The schools will 
ciose this afternoon for the remainder 
o* the week, and while the the chil- 
dren will be at the fair in large num- 
bers every day they will thronp the

All business houses in the city will

Electric Company Gladly Lends its Aid to 


tbe Authorities. 


Mayor Cassingham is completing 


arrangements to save the city harm- 
less from the great crowds that are 
expected to attend the fair. 


An important matter is the co-oper- 
ation of the electric light company 
and in this it- has never failed the 
city. Ail night lighting is sadly 
needed for the convenience of persons 
who are out at late hours and for tbe 
aid of the police in suppressing crime 
when there are so many characters to 
be watched. The company wili keep 
the street lights burning all of Wed- 
nesday. Thursday and Friday nights 
without extra charge to tbe city. 
Six special officers and two of tbe 
regular force will be on dutv each 
nijfbt, and five of the regular force 
win be on duty during the day. 
A 


man will be stationed all nig-ht at city 
bali to answer police and fire calls.and 
the Pennsylvania will probably have 
special men on every train coming to 
the city- With the&e precautions it 
is believed the city will be safe al- 
though tbe customary caution should 
be 
observed by all persons. 
Do 


not keep valuables at home, and lock 
tbe doors when you go out. Report 
tbe presence in your neignbornood of 
suspicious persons, and if vou need an 
officer do not-hesitate to call. 
They 


will be well distributed over the city. 


Some one has bee i busily engaged 
circulating stories in the country sui- 
around Coshocton regarding an al- 
leged epidemic of diphtheria in the 
city. 


There is no truth in tbe statements. 
Coshoctoa has had diphtheria, but 
there has been no epidemic and never 
was the situation looked upon as dan- 
gerous. Only one death occurred, a 
remarkably low rate, and the children 
who were kept from school because 
of the 
scare are 
now 
back in 
their places. 
Almost 
all 
bouses 
where the disease existed have been 
fumigated and patients have com- 
pletely, recovered or are recovering. 
The schools will be closed this even- 
ing but it is not on account of diph- 
theria. It, is because the board of ed- 
ucation voted to give them the re- 
mainder of the week to attend the 
fair. 


Coshocton's health is very good, bet- 
ter perhaps, than it has been at this 
season for a number of years.

HANGING A MURDERER 


Brought Natives of Davao for 


Haoy Miles. 


PLEASED WITH THIS METHOD 


Of Execatioa They Wanted to lid the CSBB 


try of Ba<> Men at Once—Pritaie 


Temple's Eiperieoce.

DAVAO, P. L, Aug. 6 — JU is the 
rainy season now, but it wiU soon be 
over. I hope so. Vegetation remains 
the same the year round, and conse- 
quently becomes somewhat monoton- 
ous. We have but two seasons. One 
is the rainy season, the other is not. 


The only excitement we have bad 


since our arrival occurred the second 
of this mouth when we hanged a Moro, 
a member of the native trioe bearing 
that name. He had killed a Spa-^ard 
sometime before we arrived. 
He was 
tried by a military commission and 
convicted without unusual ceremony 
We carried out the sentence in the 
pest of style. It was a new feature 
in the method of disposing of those 
convicted of crimes punishable by 
death. Heretofore they sirnpiv cut off 
the 
offender's 
head. " Coas." 
quently 
the natives Hocked 
iau> 
the 
town 
in great 
numbers, 


some coming 50 miles to witness the 
execution. 
They approve of this 
method of getting rid of bad charac- 
ters, for af ler the e.xecutioa one or 
them immediately reported that a 
man had killed his brother and we 
now have a detail of an officer and ten 
men searching for him. Tney sailed to 
a place55 miles from herein an effort 
to begin the search and locate the 
murderer. 


This man we handed is the first 1 
have ever seen leave the earth, and 
while it seems a 
terrible death 
I 
am 
convinced 
that 
it 
is not attended by a. trreat deal of sui- 
fering. The remarkanJe part of the 
execution was the bearing of the fel- 
low. He never faltered for a moment. 
He ascended the scaffold stair with a 
light, spriugx »iep and walking to 
the front of the platform made the 
great assemblage of people a speech. 
He acknowledged he nad don2 wrong- 
in the murder and this was his just 
punishment. He calmly stepped oo 
the trap, the noose was put over Irs 
bead and he was jerked into eternity 
without a tremor or movement- of a 
muscle. 


But he was a Moro. and a Moro is a 
Mohametan. 
His religion teaches 
him to die bravely no "matter what 
the circumstances mav be. There 
was a time when the Maro had a gen- 
eral plan for leaving the world. When 
he wanted to die he did not select a j 
low bridge from which to jump, nor 
a high bridge for there are none of 
them here, but lie chose a more dra- 
matic method. 
Creeping into the 


camp of white people, all persons who 
are white are in the Moro's eyes 
Christians, 
he 
began his 
bloody 


work 
and 
slew 
as 
many 
as 
possible. If he died in the Sght that 
ensued it was well with him. He had 
killed Christians, and would be re- 
ceived on the other shore with honor 
and the best the place afforded in pro- 
portion to the number or Christians 
slain. Times have changed since then 
and the practice has fallen into disuse 
much to the satisfaction of such 
Christians as are on the island. 
The 


method adopted by the Spaniards 
in punishing fanatics of this sort prob- 
ably brought about the chance. 
The climate is not bad.and I have had 
the best of health since our regiment 
landed. The weather is mnca more 
pleasant and agreeable than we had 
reason to expect and we get alonjr 
very well. We cannot control the 
mails, however, and they are some- 
what irregular. The people are inof- 
fensive, and take kindly to American 
customs as per the details of the exe- 
cution of one of their number.

Sampson Did Not Approve the 


Statements of Maday.

"After Mat-lay's book was published 


Mac-lay stated that the proof had been 
submitted 10 the commanding officer*, 
including Admiral Sampson, and that 
they approved his statements. A re- 
porter, calling upon Admiral Samp- 
son when be was ill in his bed, ob- 
tained from the admiral what appear- 
ed to be a confirmation of this state- 
ment. The proofs were sent by Mr. 
Mac-lay to Admiral Sampson, with re- 
quest that they should be read and 
corrected. The admiral consented to 
read them and he did correct a cer- 
tain part of them, but as soon as he 
arrived at the part which contained 
the statement that Schley was a cow- 
ard and a caitiff, be was very much 
angered and said that statement was 
one the author had no right to make, 
that it was unjust and unfair to sp<*ak 
of any naval officer in such terms, 
and declined to have anything further 
to do with the proofs. 


"Admiral Sampson's secretary, im- 


pressed with the great desirability of 
having the statements of facts accu- 
rate, and not believing that be was in 
any way responsible for the state- 
ments of opinions, did on his own ac- 
count compare the book with the rec- 
ords and make on the margins a num- 
ber of corrections. As these were in 
the same handwriting as those made 
when Admiral Sampson was giving 
h's personal attention to the correc- 
tions. Mr. Maclay was perfectly justi- 
fied in his statement. The order of 
the secretary of the navy forbidding 
naval officers to make any statement 
for publication regarding this contro- 
versy, issued immediately after this 
interview, prevented the above correc- 
tion being officially made." 


PRAISE FOR SCHLEY. 


Commander Hodgson Conclude* His 


Testimony—Other Witnesses- 


Washington, Oct. S.—In the Schley 


court Oi inquiry Commander Hodgson 
again occupied the greater part of the 
session as a witness. He was followed 
on the stand by Captain W. M_ Folger. 
formerly chief of the bureau of ord- 
nance of the navy department, but 
commander of the New Orleans dur- 
ing the Spanish war. Lieutenant Dy- 
son also was recalled to add some de- 
tails to bis former testimony concern- 
ing the coal supply of the American 
fleet at the Santiago blockade. 


Commander Hodgson repeated and 


extended his story of the battle of 
July 3, giving the opinion that Com- 
modore Schley's conduct on that oc- 
casion was such as that of a comman 
der-in-chief should have been. He 
also explained at some length his cor- 
respondence with Admiral Schley con- 
cerning the alleged colloquy between 
them while the Santiago engagement 
was in progress. He said he bad had 
no controversy with the commodore, 
but repeated that the commodore had 
said "Damn the Texas" when told that 
that vessel was in danger. 


Captain Polger said that the bom- 


bardments of the Cristobal Colon on 
May 31 bad been eminently successful 
in developing the strength of the 
Spanish 
shore batteries, and bad 


shown them to be very weak. He also 
said that if the Spanish vessels had 
attempted to escape at night they 
could not have been seen by the block- 
ading fleet in bad weather. 


Lieutenant C. W. Dyson testified 


concerning the coal supply of the 
boats on May 26. the day the retro- 
grade movement toward Key West 
was begun. He said in reply to ques- 
tions that no battleship could travel 
for more than eight to 12 hours on 
forced draught, and that on the day 
of the battle of Santiago the flagship 
New York had all her boilers on and 
was making 17 knots, but that neither 
Brooklyn nor the Oregon made full 
speed on that occasion, their maxi- 
mum for the day being 14 or 15 knots.
